The FPL was added to reduce intermod and 
to be able to add a preamplifier for increased sensitivity. Visitors 
to the area are encouraged to call in on the output and have a rela 
made by those properly equipped. Long range Pa ane were mentioned tha 
include remote selective PL on/off and digital voice announcements as 
may be Speropgl ete for meetings, DXpeditions, etc. Guidelines for the 
use of he repeater are expected to be published at a later date but 
will probably include requests such as: no prolonged discussions on 
the output; make a call and @SY to another repeater or simplex 
frequency. In eneral, members are encouraged to obtain a PL, 
announce any and all DX and band openings, and keep ragchewing to a 
minimum.

meter uplink contacts as well as a Robot scan converter and some 
facsimile. 

Don, N6IC, showed the permanent Clipperton Award to the group. A 
break was taken at 8:34 to sell raffle tickets. 

After the break, Ski, N6ADI (V3DX), gave a talk and slide 
presentation on his DXpedition to Belize. Operation was from a 
southern plantation 100 feet off the water called "El Pescador" that 
came equiped with a 70 foot tower. This was the first 6 meter attempt 
in a long time, and over SO contacts were made, all of them west of 
the Mane Mee Also shown was the 1983 trip with VS30AA. Operators 
were: N6ADI, K4EIH, WDSJEA, V3CQ, AASDX, and NAG6T. All in all, a very 
thorough and enjoyable slide show.

OLYMPIC VILLAGE AMATEUR RADIO STATION 

There has been authorization for 
an Amateur Radio Station in the UCLA 
0} rite Village. The call will be 
N6840, The station manager is Dick 
Mannheimer, KOLAE, and Marty, NAVI, is 
the assistant station manager. The 
Station will be located on the Olvapic 
Village Main Street which is north af 
Pauley Pavilion along the bleacher 
side of Drake Stadiua. Only those 
peoner ly cleared will be able to enter 
his area, The station will he 
located in a saall 
built into the hillside behind the 
stadiua. This lacation has the 
advantage of being probably one of the 
coolest places on campus. The antenna 
will be at roadway level approxiaately 
30 feet above the station.

Operations will be 12 hours a day 
from July 14 through August 15. The 
station’s primary purpose is to handle 
message traffic to/from athletes and 
other Qlympic Village residents. 
Several special third party traffic 
ees have been obtained for the 
Qiyapics, and ore are expected. 
Traffic handling from the Olympic 
station to local relay stations will 
be on VHF. day Holladay, W4EJJ, and 
Pete Matthews, WROUIA, are organizing 
the relay stations. Domestic traffic 
will be handled on the National 
Traffic Systems. The International 
Traffic Assistance Net will be helping 
with the foreign traffic. 


Operations will be on the 2, 10. 
15, and 20 meter bands both phone and 
CW. No low band operation is planned 
because of lack of antenna space, 
gainly daylight operation, and 
generally poor low band conditions 
during the suamer. Commeaorative 
contacts will be made when there is 
time available. There is a cadre of 
approximately 40 operators. Each 
operator will work 3 to 7 days, either 
a morning or evening shift. 


The station will use a tri-band 
beam and run 100 watts to a 
transceiver. The use of an amplifier 
is nat possible because of limited AC 


power, and the require@ent not toa 
produce ny RFI. Equipment will be 
pete y Cushcraft, Ham Radio 
utlet, and Yaesu. 
SPECIAL OLYMPIC CALLSIGNS 

Amateurs with a 4 in their 
callsigns will have a chance to 


commemorate the 23rd Olympiad in 1984, 
For the months of July and August 1984 
the FCC will permit agateurs who have 
the numeral 6 in their callsians to 
substitute either 23 (as in 23rd 
Qlympic Games) or 84 on a voluntary 
basis. This is our chance to be 
sought after by the prefix hunters!

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DXCC_ADVISORY COMMITTEE ACTIONS 

The ARRL DX Advisory Committee 
has averwhel@ingly voted to reject the 
addition of the Vienna International 
Centre (4U1VIC) to the ARRL ODXCC 
Countries List. It was considered on 
the basis of government (Rule 1), as a 
special United Nations entity (thus 
amending the criteria), and by 
cutright exception, but was voted down 
each time in Separate votes. The DXAC 
also voted not to reopen any 
consideration of the status of 4U1UN 
and 4U1ITU. 

Qn a separate aatter, the DXAC 
has recommended to the ARRL Awards 
Committee that the Baker, Howland and 
American Phoenix Islands listings 
(KH1) be deleted and the addition of a 
new DXCC country, Baker and Howland 
Islands, by reason of significant 
changes in land areas. he ARRL 
Awards Committee will act on this 
matter in the near future.

watts are now persitted in all areas 
under FCC jurisdiction on the entire 
1800 to 2000 KHz band. This is 
effective immediately.
